Group Observes Eclipse From 
Plane Three Miles Above Earth 


Of Party Get 


Climbing Through Mist and Rain, Members 


At 17,000 Feet. 


First Glimpse 


By ED WALLACE 

NEW YORK, Oct. 28 (AP).—We 
climbed 18,200 feet — more than 
three miles—into the sky early to- 
day to watch the lunar eclipse. 

We—a group of 21, composed of 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory scientists, their photographers, 
newspapermen and radio men—saw 
the eclipse of the moon at its 
height; something that most of the 
eastern seaboard from Boston to 
Florida couldn’t see, because of 
rainy, soupy weather.. The eclipse 
was obscured by fog in parts of 
the midwest, and was hidden to 
ground observers in Portland, Ore., 
and Seattle, Wash. 

We used up a lot of oxygen and 
stood on our heads more often than 
not, but we saw the eclipse—the 
last one until March 13, 1941. 

At 12:57 a. m., our plane (United 
Air Lines) flew into a weeping sky. 
We, climbed rapidly; at 8000 feet, 
the swirling, soupy overcast en- 
gulfed ‘the ship and the jewels -of 
the city below disappeared. 


Maj. Albert W. Stevens, his body 
encased in a furlined suit; went 
to the tail of the plane to take pic- 
tures of the moon with his 20-inch 
lens camera. 

Temperature Slowly Falls. 

Steadily, ae climbed, and slowly 
it grew colder. At 12,500 feet, it 
was. 38 .degrees above zero. -We 
drove through the clinging mist 
south-southwest, toward Philadel- 
phia, still climbing. 
| Then, suddenly, we broke 
through, at 17,000 feet. It was 1:40 
a. m. 

“There it is!” cried Prof. William 


H. Barton Jr., executive curator of 
the Hayden planetarium. He point- 
ed up into the sky. , 

I dug my head into the lower cor- 
ner of the seat and sighted out an 
upper corner of the window. 

There, like an elongated . star, 
half-obscured by swirling wisps, 
rode the moon, just emerging from 
its 99.2 per cent total eclipse. Then 
it disappeared. 

We climbed to 18,200 feet, and it 
again came into view. The temper- 
ature dropped to 21 degrees above 
zero. The sky looked like deep vel- 
vet, studded with winking bril- 
liants. 


Meteor Flashes. 


A meteor slashed across the sky 
and brought a pleased exclamation 
from Dr. Frederick H. Pough, re- 
search associate in meteorites of 
the museum. 


Ice formed on the windows. It 
was hard to breathe. We all gulped 
more oxygen. My temples beat. 

For ~20 minutes, we rode the icy 
air. We hurried from one side of 
the plane to the other, as the sky 
wheeled around (it was the plane 
banking that created the illusion), 
and.snatched brief glimpses of the 
slowly flattening moon. 

It grew into a silver scimitar as 
the earth’s 500,000-mile shadow, 
8000 miles at its conical diameter, 
left the surface of the moon. 


The shadowed part of the moon 
glowed like old copper, faintly out- 
lined in a circle against the sky. 

Then we dropped away, back into 
the mists. At 3:01 a. m., we landed 
on a mundane, chilly, wet world:

From her head, sections of 
skin. fron which hair grew were 
grafted for eyebrows after delicate 
incisions making it possible to 
draw over arteries which feed and 
keep alive the eyebrows. Skin 
from the girl’s legs was transplant-

ASSERTS NAZI PASTORS 
AVOID BIBLICAL TEXTS 


Religious Writer Says They 
Fear. Conflict, With, State’s 
Ideas, 


. Charlies A. Wells, writer on re- 
ligious subjects, who recently re- 
turned from Europe, 
church problems in Germany last 
night in an address at the Missouri 
Baptist student convention at the 
Third Baptist Church. 

He said pastors in Germany do 
not give sermons based exactly on 
the text of the Old Testament for 
fear of being accused of pro-Sem- 
itism. Neither do they discuss 
closely the text of the New Testa- 
ment or Christian individualism 
for fear of expressings teachings in 
conflict with the views of the to- 
talitarian state. 

The sermons, instead, are based 
on generalities, and the pastors do 
“a surprisingly good job of it,” said 
Wells. He described a sermon he 
heard in Berlin, based on conduct 
of the individual. 

Also a cartoonist and painter, 
Wells illustrated his lecture with 
a series of sketches, rapidly drawn 
with crayons, on large sheets of 
Mpaper as he spoke. He said that 
in spite of the restrictions imposed 
by the Ministry of Propaganda on 
free religious expression, church 
services in Germany were crowded 
in silent protest against religious 
suppression, 

The speaker said he was heart- 
ily welcomed in Germany by pas- 
tors and prominent lay church- 
men, some of whom he knew from 
other visits, but all were fearful 
of entertaining him in their homes. 
He said the usual greeting was 
“Glad to see you, but please don’t 
come to my home. And please 
don’t ask us questions.” 

Wells will speak at an “interna- 
tional service” session beginning 
at 7:30 o’clock tonight and at a 
service at 9 a. m. tomorrow,

Long before that time, it was a matter of common 
knowledge that Graves, who owes his powerful of- 
fice to Boss Pendergast*and to Charlies V. Carollo, 
used it to protect. the Pendergast-Carollo gangsters 
and racketeers. | 

Pendergast is in the penitentiary and Carollo, with 
three Federal convictions against him, has also en- 
tered prison, but Graves is still Prosecuting Attor- 
ney, and he still holds his license to practice law. 

At the urgent demand of the Governor, an ouster 
proceeding was filed against Graves by Attorney- 
General McKittrick. The case against Graves, as out- 
lined by McKittrick, fills 81 foolecap sheets of de- 
tailed, factual charges, ranging in nature from the 
notorious case of Charles Gargotta to Graves’ failure 
to prosecute violators of the liquor, gambling and 
election laws.

Mr. Langtry’s company 
conducted a test on this product, and as 
a result of this test, Mr. Langtry wrote 
to Harry W. Riehl, general manager of 
the Better Business Bureau of St. Louis. 
I quote from Mr. Langtry’s letter: 

“Our company has had considerable ex- 
perience with chemicals used for treat- 
ing coal in various forms. Our experience 
goes back over Many years and covers a 
large number of tests; and from our ex- 
perience we wish to state to you that we 
believe that any chemical, the constit- 
uents of which are those reported to 
us as contained in the treatment known 
as Kol-Tone, cannot possibly in itself 
materially affect the efficiency, reduce 
gmoke or save fuel. All leading au- 
thorities are in accordance with this 
fact, and we ourselves heartily support 
their views.” 

Subsequent to the receipt of this let- 
ter, on April 20, 1939, Dean A. S. Lands- 
dorf and A. R. Burgess of Washington 
University, Department of Mechanical 
Engineering, conducted a test on Kol- 
Tone. I quote the last paragraph of the 
report of this test, which was published 
by the Better Business Bureau of St. 
Louis: 

“It is therefore concluded that Kol- 
Tone does not increase the efficiency of 
combustion, it does not affect the amount 
of ash resulting from combustion and it 
does not affect the amount of smoke.”

Ya. editorial, “The Post-Dispatch and 
Wer News,” was an excellent per- 
formance of interpreting a very per- 
plexing and delicate subject. 
Many readers, like myself, will con- 
sider your editorial of inestimable value 
in reviewing the news as future days un- 


ment by the Supreme Court of Missouri, with the

The time has arrived, however, when the contin- 
ued failure of the committee to act will undermine 
public confidence in its efficacy. The Graves case 
is a classic. If disciplinary action is not taken in 
an outstanding and obvious case of this kind, the 
public will not be inclined to take very seriously the 
committee’s activities in the matter of some obscure 
and driendless practitioner who is driven by pov- 
erty into unethical practices. 

If it be urged that it would be better to wait until 
‘the ouster proceeding against Graves is finished, the 
| answer is that, even if the ouster proceeding is suc- 
| cessful, Graves will still be able to practice law. He 
| will still be a member of the bar in good standing. 

The disbarment proceeding is a separate action that 
should not be made to wait or to be dependent upon 
any other phase of the Graves case. 

The issue before the State Bar Advisory Com- 
mittee is far greater thah the individual fate of 
Graves himself. The issue is one involving the use- 
fulness of the committee;.it is one involving the 
honor of the legal profession. 
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63 TO 30. 

By the smashing vote of 63 to 30, the Pittman bill 
has passed the Senate.

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THURMAN ARNOLD AND THE RAILROADS. 

Thurman Arnold, head of the anti-trust division of 
the Department of Justice, has filed what is, in effect, 
a friendly suit against the Association of American 
Railroads and its 236 member companies. The bill of 
complaint accusés the roads of combifation in re- 
straint of trade because of an agreement not. to 
extend to trucks and busses the same co-operation in 
carrying freight and passengers that the roads ex- 
tend to each other. 

Whether the association’s resolution setting forth 
this policy actually is an agreement or merely an 
advisory declaration may well be left to the courts, 
The economic desirability of joint rail-truck rates 
seems more Obvious. But the really impressive phase 
of this litigation is the procedure adopted by the As- 
sistant Attorney-General. 

Instead of going before a grand jury and de- 
manding criminal indictments and arousing all the 
bitterness that usually accompanies them, even when 
the objective is only a consent decree, he filed a 
| civil suit. If the court finds that the railroads have 
violated the law, and if, then, they do not abrogate 
their agreement, there will be time enough for vig- 
orous criminal prosecution, as he explained. 

This considerate yet effective procedure will go 
far to allay the resentment so often caused by an 
administration move against a business group. This

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THE HOUSING OINTMENT'S FLY. 

St. Louis at last has a chance to make a belated 
start on slum clearance, now that the United States 
Housing Authority has authorised a loan of $7,000, 
000 for the first projects here, But what use is to 
be made of the opportunity? 

By announcement of the local Housing Authority, 


rentals in the two proposed units will range from 
$11.70 to $14.40 per month—which does not include 


now living fn the city’s slums are now paying, or can 
pay, any such figure as this. 

If the Housing Authority cannot reduce this figure 
materially, St. Louis will not have a slum rehousing 
as a result of the USHA loan, but several blocks of 
handsome apartments for the benefit of the middle- 
income group, while the present tenement dwellers 
Are pushed into even worse housing than they now 
occupy. ; 

The city has already seen one purported slum- 
clearance enterprise, Neighborhood Gardens, end in 
failure of this sort because rents were too high. 
J. A. Wolf, director of that project, spoke from dis- 
illusioning experience when he described the present 
plan, in a letter on this page three weeks ago, as 
“in no sense a solution or even an original attack.” 
Mr. Wolf pointed out that the people living in the 
areas under consideration are not now paying from 
$15 to $18 a month, which will be the cost when utili- 
ties charges are added, in the proposed projects. 

So far as USHA projects over the country are 
concerned, the tentative St. Louis figure is low. 
But the fact remains that the figute is beyond the 
reach of the average slum family, and this is true 
of similar projects elsewhere. Only in Austin, 
Tex., is actual slum clearance possible, for there 
the average shelter rent is $6.59 per month, about 
half the figure proposed for St. Louis. 


year will be housed in the Texas project. It is 
obvious that no one in anything near this ecomomic 
stratum will be able to live in the St. Louis units. 
Mr. -Wolf estimates they will require incomes of 
from $1080 to $1200 annually to live there, and few in 
those areas earn that sum. 

The Austin project ought to have the closest study 
of local Housing Authority membérs. Although build- 
ing costs are higher here than in the South, they 
are not 100 per cent higher, and the Austin enter- 
prise should contain many useful lessons for other 
cities, 

Instead of rushing into construction now that the 
loan is granted, the St. Louis Authority would be 
well advised to wait and to plan carefully. The De- 
partment of Justice is now making an inquiry into 
the unconscionabiy high building costs here and else- 
Why build at the present excessive figure 
when there is a good chatice that the Federal drive 
will reduce it materially? 
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UNIVERSITY CITY GETS A LIBRARY. 

The sixth largest city of the State, University 
City, has existed for all the years since its founding 
without a public library. Now at last the prolonged 
efforts of civic-minded citizens have borne fruit, 
with the completion of the suburban city’s new li- 
brary and auditorium building, constructed with the 
aid of a WPA grant for 45 per cent of the total 
cost, $72,400. The building, of pleasing colonial de- 
sign, has space for 26,500 volumes, and some 3500 
books have already been donated by local residents. 

University City has long been handicapped by the 
absence of a library, and has had the dubious distinc- 
tion of being one of the largest cities in the country 
without one. Its residents are to be congratulated on 
the success of their campaign. 
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A FINE GRAND JURY RECORD. 

Rarely has a Federal grand jury turned in so broad 
a record of public service as that which has just 
ended its work in Kansas City after having been 
in session since Jan. 23. In those nine months, 
under the guidance of an able Federal Judge and 
with the co-operation of a fearless District Attorney, 
this grand jury dethroned the previously invincible 
Pendergast dynasty. It exposed the notorious inaur- 
ance compromise, brought the Big Boss himself and 
‘his key henchmen to justice and broke up a nation- 
wide narcotic ring. The final words of Judge Reeves 
to the jury were well deserved: “No soldier in time 
of war could claim with more merit or confidence 
an honorable discharge.” 

The last indictments on the grand jury’s long list 
were those of two men who stood high in Boss 
Pendergast’s counsels: Matthew 8. Murray, until 
recently State WPA Administrator, and Otto P. 
Higgins, formerly Kansas City’s Director of Police. 
Both were indicted on charges of income tax evasion. 

The indictment of Murray highlights the pro- 
tracted delay in getting him out of the WPA exec- 
utive post. For almost six months, Gov. Stark had 
been thundering, and public opinion with him, 
“Murray must go!” Charge after charge of political 
pressure and misuse of WPA facilities was made. 
Washington knew that the Federal grand jury was 
investigating Murray’s tax returns and his financial 
resources, yet he was allowed to hang on. 

Col. Harrington, national WPA head, had asserted 

repeatedly that any WPA administrative employe who 
engaged in political activity would be ousted, but 
he made mo move to fire Murray. The Missouri 
Administratot was permitted to take a leave of ab- 
sence two months ago, then to resign early this 
week, with a pleasant letter of commendation from 
Harrington as a badge of service. Why this long- 
continued tenderness to a man accused on every 
hand of being deeply involved in the varied activities 
of the Boss? 
Now, he, too, is caught up on a Federal tncome- 
tax charge, but the grand jury is aware that this 
device of prosecution leaves much to be desired. 
Its report finds it a “travesty on justice” that crim- 
inal laws of every nature may be violated with im- 
punity, until at last the Government steps in with 
its tax weapon. Will State criminal laws and State 
prosecutors be capable some day of coping with local 
problems, without the necessity for Federal assist- 
ance?

Whole world wants to know what Britain and France are fighting 
for, but they have failed to vitalize their cause by stating purpose, 
writer says; democracy, if that is the goal, cannot win on basis of 
evasion; its followers insist that the Allies speak up, now or never.

HE question of war aims will not down. 

What, specifically, are the Allies fight- 

ing for and why won’t they say? The 
point is now being debated in three forums: 
In British press, the United States Senate 
and within the Indian national liberation 
movement. A clear statement of Allied war 
aims has become a matter of world-wide im- 
portance, : 

If the Allies are fighting for democracy, 
as I hope they are, what objection can there 
be to a clear statement: “We are at war 
for the creation of a Germany with which 
we can live at peace, which means a demo- 
cratic Germany—not a starveling democracy 
like the Weimar Republic, but a democracy 
equipped with an economic base adequate 
to a stable existence?” 

The spiritless character of the war, its 
curious color as a war of desperation, the 
war of a fat cat in a corner against a hun- 
gry d6ég, is due to this ideological drouth 
on the Allied side. Superbly placed to con- 
duct a war of liberation, the Allies have not 
chosen to vitalize their cause by making it 
one with the aspirations of history. They 
have stuffed their war into a narrow box 
and are sitting on the lid. 

There is one possible Allied rejoinder: 
“Our people would not support a war con- 
ducted merely to change the internal gov- 
ernment of another country—why should 
millions die for that?” They dduld say, 
also: “Each country has a right to its own 
internal governmient, and to change it can- 
not be the object of another country’s for- 
eign policy.” War is merely foreign policy 
conducted through stronger means than 
notes. 

* * « 

But Fascism never remains internal. It 
has an excruciating tendency to become ex- 
ternal. Fascism was born with a bayonet in 
its teeth. Fascism is an economic policy of 
investments in guns instead of butter, and a 
military policy of cashing in the guns for 
new lands, a policy which can only be car- 
ried out by pointing the guns at other peo- 
ples and firing them off. 

The people of Britain and France, who 
forced this war on their governments, un- 
derstand this. They know there can be no 
peace in Europe so long as Fascism rules 
Germany. To imagine that they will say 
“Fie!” when the war becomes a war for 
democracy is to imagine too much. 

Again, then, why the curious reluctance 
to speak up on the part of a movement 
which asks men of good will throughout 
the world to indorse over to it the blank 
checks of their approval? There is no ques- 
tion any longer that the British intend to 
fight it out. Mr. Chamberlain's last speech 
makes that clear. Victory, therefore, has 
become one of the stated war aims. | 

Victory for what? Victory against Hitler 
for the sake of a Goering regime? Victory 
which will cut Germany to bits and garrison 
its villages? Or victory for democracy in 
Germany, which would be mous and 
practi too, as only magnanimity can be 
practical? a 

The debate sputters in the British press. 
I have a copy of the London New States-, 
man and Nation for Sept. 30. This, one of 
the most vigorously pro-demo¢ratic organs 
in the world, prints a page of letters from 
ite (English) readers expressing many shades 
of confusion and doubt as to war 

One letter, written de profundia, for 
a referendum as to whether the war should

be continued. (Britain, in spite of its de- 
tractors, is still democratic enough to permit 
free discussion.) The British people are liv- 
ing through a moment of doubt, based on 
the realization that they are making the war 
but not the policy. 

The debate reaches out to India. A great 
phrase has been born there since Sept. 2. 
“Freedom is indivisible,” says the Indian Na- 
tional Congress, which is a political move- 
ment, not a government. If Britain is fight- 
ing for democracy in Europe, asks the Con- 
gress, will it give democracy to India? 

Those are three tremendous words. They 
have in them the power of the right idea. 
They are a reminder that democracy won’t 
win on the basis of evasion and pettifogging. 
The moment is too big for cleverness, too 
big for anything but honesty.

And in the United States Congress, those 
who are opposed to repeal of the arms em- 
bargo are arming themselves with the Brit- 
ish and French failure to state war aims. 

Off the record, those Congressmen who 
favor repeal are saying that they look for- 
ward with hope to some formal declaration 
by the British and French as to what they 
propose to do with a conquered Germany. 
I am a partisan of repeal. Perhaps it would 
be more tactful for me to keep quiet. 

But this is not a time for tact any more 
than it is a time for cleverness. Doubt that 
democracy can work is now a great sigh 
heard around the world. If democracy can 
speak up, now or never jis the time for as- 
sertion. Those who believe in democracy 
can insist on no less. They have a duty to 
conscience and to history. 


TVA PAYS ITS WAY. 
From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican. 
HE fact, according to its chief power 
engineer, that the TVA is now paying 

its way is one of those many developments 
at home, in the past two months, that have 
been “blacked out” by the drama in Europe. 

In turning the corner, however, the TVA 
opens a new chapter. Hitherto, it has been 
a source of expense to the Government even 
on the power end of the enterprise. Its 
enemies in Congress must change their 
line of attack, with the TVA’s power sys- 
tem earning $15,000,000 a year from the 
sale of electricity at “yardstick”. rates. 

As Chief Engineer Krug explains, this 
means that electricity revenues for the cur- 
rent year will cover all power costs, the 
common costs allotted to power in the con- 
struction of the multiple purpose dams 
on the Tennessee River and a reasonable 
rate of interest on Government funds. With 
complete domination ofits territory left 
to it by the withdrawal of the Common- 
wealth and Southern corporation from com- 
petition in that field, the TVA should here- 
after be managed so that it will always 
be a “pay-as-you-go” enterprise, in so far 
as the power phase of it is concerned. 

That the Government has a future stake 
in the plant as a whole, in connection with 
the manufacture of munitions, becomes 
clearer every week. The Tennessee Valley 
in the vicinity of Muscle Shoals fs far 
enough inland to be ideally located for that 
purpose. In it has been necessary 
ever eince the A was inaugurated to 
remind its opponents that it orig as 
a munitions project in the last World War, 
and some use had to be made of it when 
that war ended.

The board asserted that it had 
found no substantial evidence that 
the Blue Card union had made any 
attempts to negotiate labor agree- 
ments with the company, and that 
not until the Wagner Labor Rela- 
tions Act had been sustained by 
the Supreme Court in April, 1937, 
did the Blue Card union take steps 
to become affiliated with the A. F.

The affiliation, the board said, 
did not change the character of the 
company-dominated union.

LICENSE REVOCATION SOUGHT

State Liquor Commissioner Urges

In the middle of the hubbub, 
Dies shouted that the committee 
had a rule against witnesses read- 
ing statements, to which Curran 
replied that some American Fed- 
eration of Labor officials had been 
permitted to read statements into 
the committee record. 

“That was last year,” Dies re- 
plied. He said that since then the 
committee had made the rule 
against statements. 

Dies appealed to the ‘committee 
to say whether it wished to vary 
the rule. Representative Mason 
(Rep.), Illinois, offered at the top 
of his voice to make a motion that 
the committee stand by its rule, 
but there was no other comment 
from committee members. 


Head of Peace League Threatens 
to Sue Dies for Libel. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 28 (AP). 
—A threat to sue Representative 
Martin Dies of Texas over his 
charges that the American League 
for Peace and Democracy is “Com- 
munist-controlled” was made last 
night as 300 league members as- 
sembled for an executive confer- 
ence. 

Dr. Harry F. Ward, Union The- 
ological Seminary professor and 
chairman of the league since 1934, 
said in an interview that if Dies 
“will waive his congressional im- 
munity we'll slap a libel suit on 
him.” 

“Dies’ charges against the league 
are only a stick to beat the admin- 
istration with,” Dr. Ward comment- 
ed. He accused Dies of “conducting 
a witch hunt through newspaper 
headlines,” compared committee 
methods to the “Spanish Inquisi- 
tion” and described the investiga- 
tion as “the first attempt at gov- 
ernment by committee in American 
history—and if he (Dies) can get 
away with it, we'll have a dictator- 
ship right there.” 

Dr. Ward said two of the 25 
members of the organization’s ex- 
ecutive committee are admitted 
Communists and about 10 per. cent 
of “our 17,000 members are also 
Communists.” 

“It is obviously ridiculous,” he 
added, “to claim that any organiza- 
tion with such a small percentage 
of Communists is ‘Communist-con- 
trolled.’”

JERSEY HMOMESTEADS, N. J., 
Oct. 28 (AP).—The Farm Security 
Administration announced yester- 
day it would sell at auction Mon- 
day clothing factory machinery in- 
stalled in 1936 to benefit 150 New 
York garment workers who were 
resettled on this 1250-acre home- 
stead site, 

The equipment cost $30,000 and 
was pledged, together with per- 
sonal notes, to cover $200,000 ad- 
vanced to the Industrial Co-opera- 
tive Association by the Govern- 
ment. Settlers expect the Govern- 
ment either will sell the machin- 
ery to someone who will operate 
the factory as a going union shop 
or will buy.in the equipment itself. 

Jersey Homesteads, a borough in 
itself with the Government owning 
all real property, was built around 
the factory which the needlework- 
ers thought would support them 
and eventually enable them to re- 
pay the Government and acquire 
ownership.

Quick approval was accorded the 
Pope’s statement that treaties or 
treaty conditions which were unjust 
or too oppressive and impracticable 
should be changed or replaced in 
time through honorable negotia- 
tions. This viewpoint, it was felt, 
applied especially to the German 
nation after the Versailles and 8t. 
Germain treaties, 

“Many sentences of the encyclical 
are an estimate of the Versailles 
conditions which could not be bet- 
ter stated,” political quarters said.

Pope to Return to Vatican Soon 
From His Summer Palace. 

CASTEL GANDOLFO, Oct. 28 
(AP).—Pope Pius XII, pledged by 
his first encyclical to use all his 
power to support efforts to restore 
European peace, made preparations 
today to end his three-month resi- 
dence at his summer palace here. 

The Pope was : xpected to go im- 
mediately on his arrival at the Vati- 
can to his chambers on the third 
floor of the Palac. oi Sixtus IV.

The fault in this deal must be 
placed 100 per cent on WNorth’s 
shoulders. His bidding was far too 
optimistic. To begin, he did not 
have the values for a three heart 
response to the opening spade bid. 
To quote the Gold Book, such a er- 
sponse requires: 

(a) Three and one-half honor 
tricks and a strong  rebiddable 
suit, or A 

(b) Three and one-half honor 
tricks with a biddable suit and 
such strong support for partner’s 
suit that a double raise could have 
been made, or 

(c) Four and one-half or more 
honor tricks with any biddable 
(ever a four card) suit. 

Obviously North's holding did not 
measure up to any of the above. 
His correct response to one spade — 
was three spades. Then, if South 
showed a second suit, hearts, 
North would be justified in using 
a four no trump bid as a siam 
try. But since South, having 
opened with one spade, did no 
more than raise three hearts to 
four hearts, North certainly should 
have taken no greater action than 
to return to spades, 

Of course, in criticising the bid- 
ding, it must not be overlooked 
that the partnership found rather 
hard luck in the fact that their 
minor suits matched so badly. If 
North had had two diamonds and 
three clubs, instead of the reverse, 
the slam would have been an odds- 
on chance, the presumption being 
that the heart suit would not 
break so horribly and that the 
spade suit would break no worse 
than 3-1. Thus North-South need 
not censure themselves too se- 
verely for the bad result, but can 
solace themselves, at least partly, 
with the reflection that fate was 
not kind to them in this deal.
